captured Porto Bello the same year ; issued in 1740 the memorandum for- 
bidding the serving out cf raw spirits to the ships companies, the official 
mixture of rum and water becoming popularly known as “ grog ’’ from the 
nickname of the Admiral; led the attack on Cartagena, 1741 ; during 
his absence elected Member of Parliament for Penryn and Ipswich ; 
Admiral of the White, 1745 ; struck off the list of the Admiralty in 1746 
for publishing two pamphlets containing letters received from the Secretary 
of State and the Board of the Admiralty.
